Naw Youx, March 27.—In a lecture at
the Cooper Institate laat night on “Ciyil
Bervice Relorm,” Mr, George Willlam
COurtis gaid:

“When Mr, Lincoln wes Presldent

there was @ distlognished public man st
Washington who was the most diligent
and notorlons office-broker ol the country
and early aod late, in season and out ni
senson, he was trﬂng to get his clients
into the various offices which they sought.
We will call him the Honorable Jeremiah
Jones, Oneday a [rlend saked Mr, Lirs
coln what was the rootoe ol his daily
life, The President began with the
punrise, snd went on to the hour
of retirement, ‘I !nn to my room, he
gald, 'I think of the brave boys
In the fisld and on the ses, and of the ach-
ing hearts and praylog lips at bome; and
I kneel down st my deand pray, too,
Then I look under the bed to aee if Jerr
in there [laoghter], aod, Il he is not,
thank God and bounce in,' There is not
& inan in this office, nor 8 woman, however
fitted they may be for sny of thess posi-
tions, however they may wish to enler
that service; they bave no chance what:
ever of nhul'nlu any place becanse they
are fit for it, and their only hope Ia to se-
cure the [avor of some llon, Jeremial
ones,"
Mr, Cartis then spoke of the demoral-
fzing effect this system ol dependence
upon personal favor worked, and sald that
unless a change was effected the result
wonld be most dissstrous, The present
gystem led to the multiplication of offices,
and waa waetelul and extravagant in the
extrems, Ho then read [rom a speech of
Garfield lu Congress ten years ago, and
pald that he had no doobt that President
Garfisld would have lorce enough to carry
out the views he then entertalned,

“Under the Eruant system,” contlnned
Mr. Ourtis, "the politics of the country
are becoming more and more mercenary,
Preeidentisl elegtions are becoming more
and more dangerous, Blate elections are
carrled by the open use ol monsy, and
the sgents of this notorious corruption are
publicly feasted and feted lor having suc:
ceaslully fought fire with five,”

The remedy for this state ol thiogs, Mr,
QOurtis thought, was a eystem ol competls
tive examination and a term of probation,
in order o leat the ability of the appli-
eant for office, All personal patronage
should be done away with., He called at-
tention to the fact that, allhongh party
lines were more steadily drawn in En.
gland than here, one party had succesded
another in that country doring Lhe past
ear, and not s single Immminnt ad
n asked to contribute n cent toward
the expensea of the conlest, And as It
waa there, so It might be here, and would
bo no douabt, for thers were slgoa of an
awakening public apirlt all over the couns
try, In conclusion Mr, Cartis said:

I reseraber that one evening durlng the
darkest hiours of the war I had the honor
to talk with Lincoln, and 1 spoke with
him of the silustion, As 1 lelt him he
followed me o the door, and he lald his
hisnd benignantly upon my sholder, and
he sald to me with that deep, weary, sad
volee that 80 many ol um remember,
‘Don't fear, my son; wo shall beat them
—we shall beat them—we sball beat
them;' and il ever I hear a doubter of the
great cauge that appeals to the hearts and
minds of the Amerlean people, once more
I feel that hand upon my shoulder nnd
lips speak the words that were apoken to
me: ‘Don't fear, my son; we aball beal
them—we shall boat them.' "
